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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. The species election filed on 06 October 2005 elects claims 4, 8, 12, 16, 20, 24, 
28, 32, 36, 40, 44, 48, 52, 56, 60, 63, 66, and 69 as drawn to the elected invention of 
Fig. 3-5. However, after careful consideration, none of the elected claims are directed 
to the elected species of Fig. 3-5. For instance. Fig. 3-5, as described on page 25 line 5 
through page 35 line 6 of the specification, are drawn towards a digital camera that is 
lent to a customer for image taking wherein claims 4, 8, 12, 16, 20, 24, 28, 32, 36, 40, 
44, 48, 52, 56, 60, 63, 66, and 69 are drawn towards a transmitter that is lent to a 
customer which is then used to provide informafion for image taking. Since elected 
claims 4, 8, 12, 16, 20, 24, 28, 32, 36, 40, 44, 48, 52, 56, 60, 63, 66, and 69 are drawn 
to a non-elected invenfion, the species election is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03).
